Sir Bob. c: Horne said the Air Force was reducing its estimates 
irera 11a miitions this Far to 1035 millions next year. The. Com- 
wnittee of Imperial Defence was enquiring into the question of the 
establisnment of a Ministry of Defence. 

After ent of the reductions that would be effected in the 
Ministries of Labour, Health and vensions, Sir Robert Horne said 
in view of urgent representationa from powerful bodies of businesp 
nen, inclu iing catl-grams from many paris of the Empire (notably 
the Austratian Asesociation of Britixh. Manufacturers) the Govern 
‘mant agreed that it would be a misfortune to abolish the Oversea 
Trade Department.as tecommended by the Committee, bat it woald 
reduc the evpenses of administration, saving £48,500, as compared 
with £94,000 under the Committee’ recommendation. _ 

Summing up. Sir Robert Horne ssid out of £86,000,000 
reductions recammended by tha Committee, the Gevernment 
accepted £54.090.000, inclnding £11,000,0.0 attributable to savings 
from Wosnington and £1,000,000 on oil. The Government intended 
to do ita utmost to effect turther savings. They would be able to 
seduce the pravisional estimates by £54,000,000 in the next financial 
year but is was anticipated that the Estimates during the next 
financial year would be £494,090,000, compared with £665,000,000 
fhis year. . : . .

Avoiding the Only Way 
to Reparations. 


T learn that the German Gov- 
ernment has uoder consideration 
the first really important step to 
deal with the enormous anbsidies 
end subsidy-like deficits, which 
creste an artificial economic 
situation and s:rike the country’s 
finances withparalysis, writes Mfr. 
Geo. Reawick, the Berlin corras- 
pondent of the Daily Chronicle. 

It is gontemplating # big re- 
duction in the foodstuffs subsidy. 
That sabsidy amounts to 8,000 
million. marks, of which 3,500 
millions constitute the bread 
subsidy. a 

“Ttis the latter amount which 
it is proposed tocutaway. That 
will means big increase in the 
price of bread, and therefore, will 
be unpopular, but tha country, I 
tbiok, can easily bear it. 


WORKER WELL OFF. 

Taking into considération th 
rise in wages and the increased 
cost of living, the averago Ger- 
tos0 worker bas now really more 
to spend on goods than he had in 
1924. 

Seaing, too, what a serious 
taxation impass3 bas been reach- 
ed, some drastic action of this 
kind was absolutely imperative. 

Storn efforts are also to ba 
made to 16duce snotber deficit. 
that of the railway. Users of 
the railways sod goods traffic 
last year were subsidised by a 
railway deficit of over 18,500 
mitlions. - : . 

Railway rates go wp next 
month, and stero effarts are ta ba 
meade to balance the ordinary 
railway budget with income and 
expenditare of 66,000 millions. 

Extraordinary expenditure is 
tu-bz only one fifth of what it was 
jo 1921, a reduction which will be 
brooght aboat by pastponing 
every possible expenditare and 
runoing traio servicss muck more 
cheaply. ' , 

DISLIKE OF TAXES. 


Still there will be a deficit of 
6,759 millions, as againss rather 
more than 18,500 millions Isst 
year, but efforts will be made to 
prevent the deficit reaching that 
figure.

FUTURE OF ARKRMAMEST FIRMS. 


The selection of alternative 
industries which will nos 
dependent upon’ wars bas heen 
solved in varions ways by arma- 
ment companies, No British firm, 
though, has so farchosen cnuilery 
manufacture. This may be due, 
perhaps, tofears that the industry 
is onlikely to leave those factories 
where it haa carried oc for cen- 
turies past. In the United States 
and Germany. on the other band, 
cutlery figures largely among tho 
post-war activities af the arma- © 
ment concerns. Krupps has, 
purchased a complete cutlery 
factory at Solingen, and two ° 
armament companies are row: 
making table and pocket knives. 

One of the problems which the 
cutlery manofacturer in Sheffield 
and America ber been unable to 
solve is that of obtaining efBcient 
machinery. Much of the plant 
is not suitable for its .parpose, 
and bas helped to support the 
contention of the old craftsmen 
that machinery is out of place in 
acatlery factory, Yet, ail safety 
razor blades are machine-ground, 
and are admittedly mock better 
than many razors of the ordinary 
type. British armament firms 
have tried numerous peace en- 
terprises, perhaps the most sitc- 
cessful being that of locomotive 
construction and repair by 
Armstrong Whitworth and Co,
